The Documents collection was recently given added floor space and fifty new 
stacks were put in place oe. Miss Sakai finally emerged triumphant in her efforts 
to stop the mynah birds from nesting in the Senate Documents. 


The Oriental Institute has had its name changed to School of Pacific and 
Asiatic Studies ... this is in line with the Univérsity's desire to broaden the 
Scope of the School. Developed from Oriental courses offered by the University 
in the 1920's, the present School now possesses one of the best Oriental 
libraries in the United States ... it includes 42,000 Chinese and 12,000 Japanese 
books ee. some of the texts are gifts from the Library of Hawaii which gave all 
of its Oriental books to the School after the War started .«.. According to 
Dr. Taam, the Curator, most of the material is for research work, with a strong 
emphasis upon literature and history ee. During the present War, the Army and 
Navy have made great use of the collection. 








Legislative Reference Bureaus An important project has been undertaken by 
the LRB ee. Under the direction of Dr. Lentz they are preparing a “useable” copy

of all Congressional dobates on the subject of the Organic Act of Hawaii oe, 
Congressional debates at present aro indexed by acts, bills, and members parti- 
cipating in the debates, but there is great neod for indexing by subject ee. 
The LRB's photostat copies of the debates are being made up with marginal 

notes and annotations. 


The LRB has an extensive pamphlet file with emphasis upon state government 
material ee. at present they are collecting the results of the 1945 legislative 
sessions of all states. 


George H. McLane of Honolulu joined the LRB staff in August as administra- 
tive assistant. 


The University Library featured two new exhibits for the opening of the 
Fall term eee One display, arranged by tho students, was selected from the 
University's Carnegie Music Collection which was given to the University in 
1937 «ee this set includes about 1000 phonograph records, over 300 books on 
music, and many miniature scores eee tho collection is housed in the Alumi 
Room of Homonwsy Hall. 


At tho samo time, the Library was exhibiting three largo water colors by 
A.S. MecLeod showing the proposed campus development for the "Univorsity of tho 
Futuro" ee. Also on display wore a relief map of the University and its lands,

A letter from Hilo gives us the following news notes: 


The Hawaii County Library has sustained a great loss in tho death of the 
president of the board of trustees, Dr. Milton Rice. For twentyecight years 
Dr. Rice has served as president of the board ee. these years comprise the 
period of the growth of the library from a small town institution, supported 
by popular subscription, to its present status of county library with a contral 
building in Hilo and sixty-five deposit stations and branches ... Dre Rice was 
first and foremost in every move made for the improvement and growth of library 





service on Hawaii «oe. he was never too busy to stop and give consideration and 
advice on tho problems of the library. It is not an oxaggeration to say that 
his place will never be filled. 


The Pahala Community Club has turned over to the library the small canoc 
building formorly used as headquarters of the Hawaii Rifles .«.. the necessary 
overhauling and painting were done by the plantation carpenters ... On the first 
of August the library was ready to givo service «.. approximately one thousand 
books wero circulated during the first month, 


The small branch ot Holualoa was finally forced to move out of tho rame 
shackle building which had housed it for years ... the only place to go was 
into tho unused @apanese language school building, o portion of which was 
repainted and refitted for library use ... The location is not so convenient, 
boing further away from the schools and up a steep hillside e.. With tho next 
meoting of the Legislature it is hoped to get an appropriation suitable for a 
building in the center of the village. 


The Olaa Branch has also been moved from a rented building into the old 
Japanose school plant ee. this gives more than three times the spaco available 
in the old building «ee. when waretime restrictions Mmve faded into the back= 
ground and the place can be properly painted and furnished, it will be more 
comfortable. than the old location.
